‘A copy of Dr. Diedling’s report was- 
| shown yesterday to Miss Katharine B.

Says Investigator Was Deceived.

Diedling’s report, began her-reply by 
branding as absolutely untrue the story 
of the ‘girl: who said ‘she was bound in 
a sitting posture for two weeks. wat 
¢ “That ‘girl simply told Dr. Diedling 
an untruth,”* Miss Moore said. No one 
in the reformatory has> ever’. been sub⸗ 
jected: to the treatment she complained 
Although we. have many difficult 
cases in the reformatory, and at times 
have to employ stern me res,. we have 
néver resorted to cruelty of any kind.

Dr. Abbott's “Three Beeches’’ De- 
‘.stroyed Near Trenton—Wide 
Areas of Timber: Land ‘Burn.

TRENTON, :.N.. J., “Nov. 13.—“-Three 
Beeches,” the -hom®: of: Dr. Charles C. 
Abbott, naturalist and author, at White 
Horse, a short distance:from Trenton, 
was completely destroyed this afternoor 
by. fire, said. to have started in dry 
grass: from sparks from .an..engine .on 
the Amboy - division .of the Pennsyl- 
vania’ Railroad. © The: house, was. built 
in 1804 by the grandfather of Dr. Ab- 
bott and was worth ‘$12,000. It con- 
tained: antique furniture, - manuscripts; 
and books worth $18,000. : 

The Trenton Fire-Department was un- 
able to, save the. house. -Late last night 
the’ fire ‘was’ still raging in’ the grass 
and brush in the neighborhood of White 
Horse. - The-‘high wind fanned the 
flames. 

Nearly all the fire apparatus of Staten 
Island ‘was called out last -night to fight 
a fierce forest fire near Egbertsville, 
also known as Tipperary Corners. Late 
in the ‘afternoon a high wind drove the 
fire in the:direction of the new $4,000,000 
Sea View. Hospital owned. by New York 
City and the $2,000,000 New York City 
Farm Colony., Scores of. farmers turned 
out with wet ‘sacks to help the firemen. 
Last night several:acres of ’ woodland 
and farm :land had -been -burned over 
and the danger still threatened the City 
institutions. 

Oil, which was being heated in a huge 
kettle containing 106’ gallons, in the 
Texoleum factory at-Kenilworth, 'N.. J., 
caught fire yesterday .morning. Sand 
and dirt banks wére hastily constructed 
to-prevent the burning oil from flowing 
in the direction of othen factory build- 
ings. 

Fanned -by.a southwest wind, forest 
fires raged: near Caldwell, N. J., yes- 
terday- and‘ last’ night, and hundreds of 
men. were fighting them for adistance 
of folirteen: miles on .each side of the 
Passaic River.: No buildings had been 
destroyed, and the fire had not got be- 
yond: the meadow lands where it Started. 


Fire started.in the eighty-acre Grover 
Cleveland Park, which is being devel- 
oped as a pleasure resort,’ but it. was 
fought out: with wet bags after it had 
consumed the ‘dry . grass. on several 
acres. 

The housés of Paul ‘Antonio ‘and 
Domanico Fassio near Athenia tn Ac- 
Gugckoneck township were destroyed by 

ire which destroyed several acres of 
timber and farmland. 

Farmers along Sparta Road near 
Newton, 'N. J., formed a bucket bri- 
gade’ in the afternoon and. saved the 
house of Joseph. Roof, although his 
entire farm, — a large peach 
orchard, was laid waste by flames be- 
Heved to have been caused by sparks 
from a Lackawanna train catching in 
dry grass.

CLEARS UP. BOY'S SHOOTING. 


Father ‘Admits. Accident Young Vic- 
tim, Near Death, Concealed. 


* Although told. that he was dying, 
Harold ‘Myers, 10 years old, of 741 
Jerome Street, East New “York, lay in 
the-Kings County Hospital from ‘Nov. 
1 - until last. night stubbornly sticking 
to his story that the-bullet wound in 
his abdomen had been inflicted. by a 
man who had shot him without provo- 
cation as he was picking mushrooms 
near his home. He had never seen the 
man before, the said, and ‘could give 
no reason for the shooting; but he 
stuck.to the story, even when bordering 
on delirium. “The police were convinced 
the lad-was trying to shield some one 
and would not accept his, account of 
the shooting, but, though they tried in 
every way possible, they could not shake 
him. / 

It was last night that. the truth came 
out, quite accidentally, through no fau!t 
of the boy’s. The mother. told. the 
story that cleared up the mystery. She 
and her husband, Frederick Myers, a 
fireman employed in the Mutual Life | 
Building at 34 Nassau. Street, Manhat- 
tan, quarrelled last night and in, the 
course of their altercation Myers ‘called 
in Mounted Patroiman Carroll from the 
street. ‘Carroll:‘had just entered the 
house, when Mrs. Myers said that if 


anyone was to be arrested it should be 
hér husband because he had shot her 
son. Myers broke down, according to 
the police, and admitted’ the shooting, 
saying that it’ had heen accidental a 
done. He wascleaning a rifde, he said, 
that. he thought was. unloaded. His 
wife. corroborated him in this, but he 
was arrested and charged with felonious 
assault, 

When Harold was told in the hospital 
last night that his father had confessed 
he. began to cry. 

*“* Papa’s the heat friénd I’ve got,’’ he 
said, “‘and I would have died before I 


to do it. 

The police and surgeons who have 
been near the boy have often admired 
his pluck, and they said last night that 
if he recovered it -would be because of 
his strength of will. 


KILLED TRYING TO SAVE MAN 


Clerk’ Plunges Through Glass Roof 
in Federal. 'Bullding to Death. 


James Watson, a clerk in the. office 
of District. Attorney Marshall, fell to 
his. death yesterday in ‘the . Federal 
Building, as he tried to assist Harry 
Buzzy, a painter, who had fallen down 
a large ventilating pipe in the interior 
court of the building. Both were re- 
moved to the Hudson Street Hospital, 
where. Watson died a few hours after- 
ward. Buzzy is badly injured. 

Buzzy was engaged yesterday morning 
in painting - the interior of a huge 
ventilating pipe. He was seated in a 
swinging seat a few feet from the roof, 
and, .perhaps overcome by the fumes, 
lost his balance and fell. .At the -third 
flogr the great~-tin pipe curved, and 
Buzzy broke through at this point and 
came out on the glass roof. He lay 
senseless” under the windows of one. of 
the roems of. the ~District Attorney’s 
office in which Watson was working. 
Watson threw open the window and 
jumped ont:to'do what he could. Ap- 
Parently he ran to Buzzy, found him too 
seriously injured for one man to move, 
and dashed on to get further aid. 

He stepped on a loose board; whith 
tilted, throwing him through the glass 
toof: He shot through headfirst to the 
room forty feet below, striking on the 
stone floor. 

Ambulances from the Hudson Street 
Hospitai were summoned, and Dr. 
Valentine and Dr. Slater attended to 
the injured men. Watson had a fratured 
skull and internal injuries; Buzzy’s back 
was broken. Watson died in the hospi-
